Corridale cross bred ewes. They 
usually lamb early; are good mo- 
thers. They ere good milkers, 
hardy, are long-lived and when 
bred to good registered mutton 
type rams, produce. top lambs. 

One of the better ways to se- 
cure good breeding ewes is to 
buy lambs in the fall. These can 
be bred as yearling ewes next 
season. After wintering, you will 
likely have less money tied up 
in these than if you bought 
yearling ewes in the spring. 
Also, after wintering in the 
state, ewes usually produce a 
higher percentage lamb crop 
than ewes brought in just be- 
fore breeding. 

Remember some western ewes 
are no better than our native 
ewes. Know where your ewes 
come from. Check with your 
county agent to locate the right 
kind of ewes. 

Do not buy old crop ewe 
lambs in lamb pools for breed- 
ing. They are late lambs or 
they would not be there. If a

Farmers are more exposed te 
dangers of heat prostration and 
sunstroke than most workers. 
They should take every precau- 
tion to avoid these health haz- 


|| ards. 


The first step is preventing heat 
sickness is to take more salt 
with meals and salt tablets with 
water, or a tablespoon of salt to 
each gallon of drinking. This 
will help replace salt lost through 
heavy perspiration. 

In addition to taking extra salt 
with water and meals wear a 
hat to avoid too much exposure 
to direct sunlight. Avoid over- 
exertion, especially during the 
early part of the heat wave. 
Wear light, porous and loose-fit- 
ting clothing. Drink plenty of 
water but avoid ice water or al- 
cohol. Get plenty of rest. 


MANAGE, TEMPORARY 
GRAZING 


During July and August live- 
stock should be given only an 
hour or two of grazing each day 
oan Sudan or millet. This will 
help a lot in keeping down over- 
grazing. 

If you want more growth from 
old Sudan or millet, clip it and 
renitrate. Raise the clipper 
blade six to eight inches so plen- 
ty of joints will be left for new 
growth. , 

You won't get as much growth 
from old Sudan and millet as 
you will from new planting, 80 
-apply 30 to 40 pounds per acre 
of nitrogen to get the best 
from the plants during the rest 
of the summer.
